The water goes through a 


traveling screen which rotates 
every 24 hours, and removes 
any extraneous objects that 
might have floated in 


A chlorination process to 


kill the bacteria is controlled 
automatically. The gas is in- 
jected into the wet well and 
maintains a chlorine residual 
which d e p e n d s upon the 
amount of bacteria 
in the 


water. This is a variable, 
depending upon the wind di- 
rection and time of year. 


Four pumps being operated 


remotely from the treatment 
plant in Appleton start the 
water on its long journey to 
the city. The pumps have a 
capacity of three million gal- 
lons a day, six million gallons 
a day, and two which are 
plpven million gallons a day. 
The pump room is designed 
for two additional pumps if 
they are needed in the future. 


Enters Plant 


The water is pumped three 


miles into Appleton through a 
42-inch concrete transmission 
main. Tt enters the treatment 
plant, where the rate of flow 
is measured and controlled. 


Carbon is then introduced 


for taste and odor removal. 


The carbon is a fine powder, 
delivered by bulk truck and 
dumped 
into slurry tanks. 


mixed with water, metered 
and pumped 
into the raw 


water line and into a carbon 
oontaok tank 
(a 
converted 


natural gas holder) to permit 
maximum amount of carbon 
contact time. On an average 
day it can stay in the tank for 
five hours. 


From the carbon 
contact 


tank 
the 
water 
flows 
by 


gravity to the splitter box to 
divide or split the water and 
send it to three fupflow clan- 
fiers which are used to soften 
the water from 10 grains per 
gallon down to 5 grains per 
gallon. 


Softening is done by adding 


lime to the water, causing 
hardness chemicals to come 
out of solution. As the water 
send it up to three upflow clari- 
fier, the hardness chemicals 
settle out and the softened 
water is clarified. 


Attracts Solids 


Off now to the rapid mix 


chamber where a dry chemi- 
cal, ferric sulphate is added. 
When mixed with water it 
forms a gelatinous type parti- 
cle (called floe), the purpose 
of which is to attract and hold 
all remaining solids. 


The floe passes through the 


old one million gallon settling 
basin and a new three million 
gallon settling basin. The floe 
settles to the bottom of the 
basin, carrying with it the 
suspended 
solids. The total 


time in the settling basins is 
about 12 hours on an average 
day. 


Now the water flows (still 


by gravity) to the rapid sand 
filters. There are eight one 
million gallon per day filters 
and six 2V?. million gallon per 


day filters, four of which were 
finished in 1971. 


The sand filter bed consists 


of a top layer of 6 inches of 
anthracite coal, 18 inches of 
filter sand and 18 inches of 
gravel 
As the water seeps 


down through these layers, all 
of the remaining solids are 
removed. 


From this moment on, the 


water is essentially of drink- 
ing quality and is not exposed 
to the atmosphere again until 
it reaches the customer's tap.

Increase in Safety 


She explained that increased 


medical 
safety as well as 


other facts and events has 
pushed abortion into a more 
acceptable spotlight in our 
society. 


And the widespread favor- 


able legislation in other coun- 
tries and states has made us 
question what we are doing in 
Wisconsin. In a way we are 
trying to hold the hands of 
time back, but that time goes 
on. Women, she said, are 
seeking lives less filled with 


children 
W« are confronted 


with population p r o b l e m s . 
Sexual behavior has changed 
AS values have. 


Citing the fact that 63 per 


cent of the teen-agers in a 
Minneapolis study had been 
involved before the age of 17 
in sexual activities, she asked, 
"Who 
will take the responsi- 


bility? Will we make contra- 
ceptives available? How will 
we deal with the problem'" 


She went on to say that 


being loved by parents early 
in life is the only protection 
against promiscuity. 


"The Madison Clinic is the 


first outpatient abortion clinic 
in Wisconsin — in fact in the 
whole midwest We see wom- 
en from all corners of Wis- 
consin — from Appleton, from 
Mamtowoc, from large and 
small communities and from 
rural areas. They range in 
age from 13 to 50 with one- 
third of them between the 
ages of 35 and 50. Half are 
married." 


She said that the clinic is 


operating in direct violation to 
Wisconsin statutes and is do- 
ing so in an effort to get the 
statutes changed. 


500 Calls a Week 


The clinic receives 500 calls 


a week, which she said point- 
ed to "a need out there '.' 
Although the staff sees 100 
women a week and performs 
20 abortions a day, the re- 
maining women — the 400 
callers that can't be seen — 
must go elsewhere. 


She explained that the rea- 


sons for seeking abortions are 
many 
Some 
women 
have 


become pregnant in spite of 
birth control pills or lUDSs. 
Others already have too many 
children. 
Som« 
face 
deep 


seated problems that must be 
solved. 


The last woman Mrs. Bay- 


shore saw Tuesday 
before 


setting out for Appleton had 
been a divorcee for eight 
years. 
Recently 
remarried, 


her new husband is a young 
man who has just left the 
priesthood. While he has read- 
ily accepted the woman's four 
teen-age 
children, 
he 
had 


made it clear — but only 
after the pregnancy occurred 
— that he didn't want more 
children. Because she felt her 
marriage was in jeopardy, she 
was at the clinic seeking an 
abortion 


When asked what message 


she would send to the meeting 
in Appleton, she replied, "Let 
them know that not everyone 
who seeks an abortion wants 
one, 
but that sometimes we 


have 
to make 
p a i n f u l 


choices " 


Mrs. Joel stated at the start 


that she and others who favor 
abortion "don't look on abor- 
tion as a means of birth 
control, only as a back up 
measure." 


Abortions were not against 


the law as long as they 
occurred before the time of 
quickening until the mid-1800s, 
she explained. At that time 
individual 
states 
began 
to 


pass laws making them a 
crime. They did this to pro- 
mote expansion of population 
for the welfare of the U.S. 


They also were created, she 


continued, to protect women 
from the medical hazards of 
operations at that time. "But 
this reason to no longer with 
us."

It Is also a fact, she said, 


that anti-abortion laws haven't 
succeeded since one million of 
these operations are perform- 
ed annually.

a human being in the eyes of 
the law.

"While we consider the fe- 


tus to be potential life, it is 
impossible to say when pre- 
cisely human life does begin. 
No one, not the church or the 
courts, should decide this for 
us," she contended. "We ask 
no one to change their ideas. 
However, there are those of 
us who feel it is our moral 
right to be allowed to exercise 
our own rights and beliefs. 


"It is unfortunate that at- 


tention is being focused on the 


question of human life

or

increase the quality of life?" 


Reactor MacLachlan talked 


briefly of the need for church- 
es to administer to the people 
they serve and of the basic 
fundamentals that are involv- 
ed when a teen-ager finds 
herself pregnant.

You can prevent this dam- 


age by adding moisture to the 
air. A lot of well watered 
plants may do the job. But if 
your home ts quite dry, you 
may 
need 
to purchase a 


humidifier. Even a smalJ one 


will help your furniture. But 
be careful not to overdo it. If 
windows steam up or frost, 
there's too much humidity. 


Another winter enemy of 


furniture is strong light. Al- 
though the sun is stronger 
during the summer, tree* and 
awnings shade your home and 
keep out a lot of the light. In 
the winter, there is no such 
protection. 


For most, it's pleasant to 


see as much light as possible 
on those short winter days, so 
curtains and shades are usual- 
ly open. The light can fade 
draperies, c a r p e t i n g , up- 
holstery and even wood.

desire to share his findings with all of 
humanity. 


It makes Buckminster Fuller a youth 


hero. 


They invite him to speak at their

them high in the California mountains. 


They call hum the "universal guru" or 
"the main brain," and when one Fuller 
follower was asked what she'd ask him if 
given the chance, she gasped, "Are you 
kidding?

It all delights Fuller. "The kids are 


looking for what it's all about and I know 
what it's all about,*' he said at his office 
at Southern Illinois University. 


Amazingly, it didn't seem the least bit 


immodest. Because at age 76, Bucky 
Fuller has explored so many paths and 
invented so many things and turned out 


But Fuller defies categories, and the 


youngsters know him as something even 
bigger: a world man, a whole earth man. 


Long before ecology became a campus 


cause, he told them they were "all 
astronauts traveling aboard Spaceship 
Earth"—an image that makes you 
realize the world has finite, limited 
resources to use and pollute. It also 
makes you sense what Fuller calls "the 
organic, omni-- interdependence" of the 
entire planet. A sloppy eater is not 
welcome on a weightless space ship, for 


that technology can enhance, not destroy 
our lives, Fuller says. 


When Fulle-- talks about technology, he 


means it should be used responsibly. He 
loves the natural world. On one afternoon 
in his backyard, he picked up a fallen leaf 
from a tulip tree and marvelled, with the 
wonder of a child, "How could nature do 
such a beautiful thing?" Then he placed 
it back, gently, on the ground. 


"I am a comprehensivist," he tells 


"I 
concentrate on learning the generalized

engine and told Mel (father), "We're 
going to build an air boat." 


The idea wasn t entire!} new to Mel. A 


Milwaukee friend 
had talked about 


building one earlier and Mel had helped 
him find some marine plywood for tin- 


project. The plywood is now part of. a wall 
in the friend's home. 


But the Town of Menasha father and 


son were not to be distracted. "We 
started it, and we weren't about to give 
up." said Mel. 


Besides, a Corvair engine is a little less 


subject to being sidetracked into another 
project than is plywood. 


That first winter, Steve tore down the 


engine and rebuilt it —new rings, valves, 
a new piston, that kind of thing. 
Somewhere along the way they built a 
work bench in the garage of their 
Palisades Drive home. 


Other than that, the project went 


slowly at first. They had plans from a 
Texas firm that sells kits. They read the 
plans and then, like dedicated Muddlers, 
improvised freely. They didn't like the 
engine mounts, and the boat they bought 
differed from the model for which the 
plans were drawn.

inspires the kids.

CATALOG," a hip handbook of "tools for 
survival" which tells everything from 
how to deliver children to how to bury 
your dead, and which sells in nearly 
every head shop in the country. 


Catalog editor Stewart Brand says that 


Fuller inspired the publication: "He's 
our godfather." Inside, nearly three full 
pages display Fuller's books, ideas, 
maps and plans for geodesic domes. 


Fuller also gives the world's youth a 


reason to dislike politics. He says that too 
much money and time is being wasted on 
"kollingry" activities—war, weapons, 
national disputes. "Political revolution, 
per se, can only take from one to ad- 
vantage another," he says. We must 
shunt "the high priority airspace elec- 
tronics Industry from preoccupation with 
killingry 
to 
preoccupation 
with 
hvingry." 


Short and stocky, with gleaming white 


hair that bristles out no more than a 
fraction of an inch from his scalp, Fuller 
looks the antithesis of mod. On a recent 
afternoon, sipping piping hot tea, he wore 
a black single-breasted suit buttoned 
over a rust-brown suede vest. Beneath 
the collar of his white button-down shirt 
he wore his New York Yacht Club tie, 
weighted down by a Phi Beta Kappa Key 
on a chain. Double thick black-frame 
glasses magnified his eyes—crossed 
from birth—and a hearing aid rested in 
each ear. 


He said that he learned much of his 


philosophy from serving in the Navy, 
named Henry Ford as one of his greatest 
heroes (Albert Einstein is another) and 


spoke with an accent so flatly New 
England that you didn't need to be told he 
was a fifth-generation Harvard student. 


Bui then you find out how he got booted 


out of Harvard, how he hated all the 
snobbism, and how, in the early years of 
his life, the established world turned its 
hack on his brilliant discoveries, and 
how, instead of dropping out himself, he 
turned to the young people because they 
were listening. 


"I just find the young fantastically- 


beautiful," he admitted. "The most 
hopeful thing about them is that telling 
the truth is spontaneous, lying is taught. 
There is a young world growing up that 
w ill just not play any of the games of yes- 
terday's establishment of the cheating 
and so forth." 


Fuller travels constantly, circling the 


earth about three tunes a year as a 
lecturer (either free, or for $5,000 plus 
travel fee expenses) and consultant, and 
spends only about two months annually 
in his own home-dome in Carbondale, 111. 


A typical Fullerism: "Ownership is 


going to go—not because it is politically 
unattractive, but because it is onerous. 
Man thought he had roots, not legs, and 
could keep many treasures. Now that we 
have refrigerators and cans, he doesn't 
have to go where his roots are He goes 
where his legs take him. Museums exist- 
ed when we had roots. Now we should 
take things out of museums and put them 
where they belong. Young people will be 
able to go around the world to see these 
things. Do you know they are rebuilding 
Babylon1"' 


The monologue is typically breathless, 


typically spontaneous. It can be a heavy 
rap. but the kids get it. Fuller is patient, 
and, according to one young staffer,

along the table, and I was killing them," 
the young man recalled. "And Bucky told 
me, 'Look, see what fantastic flying 
machines they are. Think how much 
time it took for them to get that way.

Stewart Brand had another thought: 


"Fuller is like the rock musicians," he 
said.

Spanish settlement which contains arts 
and crafts shops, plus several historical 
spots. 


Other possible stops for the visitor 


include four more missions in the city, 
the Hemisfair grounds and a 600-foot 
Tower of the Americas topped by a 
restaurant, a noted zoo and five military 
installations. 


What gives San Antonio its distinction 


however, is the Alamo — that edifice 
w hich no visitor should miss and which is 
listed on the city map under "T" ... for 
The Alamo.

Their 'Thing' Is an Air Boat 
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other fellows as they stood around a 
Corvair one day and watched it run. 


Because it drives a pusher-type 


propeller, their engine faces backwards. 
That means it is turning over in the op- 
posite direction — or seems to be, if you 
stand behind a car first and then behind 
an air boat. 


But they didn't always guess right. 


They first put the engine back together 
with the cam and crank shafts working at 
cross-purposes. Back to the work bench. 


Finally, they trailered their "thing" 


down to the end of Ninth Street in 
Menasha, to a launching ramp on Little 
Lake Butte des Morts, for the maiden 
vo\age 


They had trouble getting the engine 


started, but finally succeeded. Then they 
had to adjust the valves while afloat, 
standing in the rear of the boat. The 


generator mount broke and tha trial run 
ended. 


Steve and Mel's "thing" runs now. But

They want a prop with a sharper pitch,

Wisconsin Shares Postal History 
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General Casimir Pula'ski stamp which 
was in commemoration of the death of 
the Polish 
hero of the American 


Revolution. The total number of stamps 
printed was 96,559,400. 


Green Bay gams credit for the actual 


first day sale of a stamp. The 3-cent 
stamp issued on July 7, 1934 was in 
commemoration of Jean Nicolet and 
labeled the Wisconsin Tercentenary. The 
scene on the stamp showed Jean .Nicolet 
arriving on the shores of Green Bay 
being met by the Indians. Nicolet, ac- 
cording to records, was the first white 
man to reach the territory which later 
was to be Wisconsin, the 300th an- 
niversary was celebrated with this 
stamp. Eight plates were used to print 
the 64,525,400 stamps as well as 9,958 
uncut sheets of 200 stamps and 75,837 
blocks of four. 


Madison had a first day sale on May 28, 


1948, for the Wisconsin 100th year of 
statehood, a 3-cent stamp. The design 
carried a map of Wisconsin and Ihe State 
Capitol Building. The stamps were issued 
in sheets of 50 and the total print was 
115,250,000 with the use of four plates. 


Fond du Lac was the scene on May 5, 


1956, for the first day sale of the first 
stamp of a series to commemorate and 
emphasize the importance of wildlife 
conservation. The 3-cent Wild Turkey 
stamp had first day sales of 594,147 
stamps along with 292,121 first day 
covers. A total of 123,159,400 stamps were 


printed by four plates for the entire issue. 
The Wild Turkey was chosen due to its 
large size and also due to the fact that it 
is the fastest flying of the upland game 
birds. 


Delavan on May 3, 1966, became the 


site of the first 5-cent American Circus 
stamp, but not without a bit of a hassle 
about the site of the sale. Baraboo had a 
strong leg on the first day sale, but 
Delavan won the toss. The stamp was 
designed by a circus buff, an artist by the 
name of Edward Klauck. The colorful 
stamp had to be run through the press 
twice in order to get the red, blue, pink 
and black on the white paper. The stamp 
shows a clown and is vertical in order to 
gain full appreciation for the face of a 
clown. The stamps were in sheets of 50 
and bore two plate numbers due to the 
double run. 


Spring Green had had the first day sale 


on June 8, 1966, for the Frank Lloyd 
Wright 2-cent stamp. This was the fifth 
stamp to be issued in the series of 
"Prominent Americans" by the Post 
Office Department. This stamp was 
designed by a former student of ar- 
chitecture, Patricia Amarantides. The 
original photo of Wright was taken in 
1952. The background on the stamps 
shows a portion of the Guggenheim 
Memorial Museum in the background. 
That part always seems to appear as a 
cancellation. The printing was unlimited 
at the time of issue. 


Milwaukee on Aug. 21,1971, carried the 


first day sale of the 8-cent International 
Bowling Federation printed stamp on an 
envelope. The envelopes were available 
in large and small size. The design 
carries a bowling ball and pin. The first 
day sale noted the fact that the Egyptians 
first bowled as far back as 3200 BC and 
the game was brought to American by 
the Dutch in 1623.

Department, which is now considering to 
be the United States Postal Service which 
was created on Aug. 12,1970, and started 
operations July 1, 1971.

new world. You don't feel nothing ... You 
don't think about anything ... until you 
start walking back ... Then you say to 
yourself, 'Next year I'll have me a 
trophy.'" 


That's how No. 79472, serving 10 years 


for burglary, summed up the rodeo ex- 
perience. 


Ural Lee Brown, 39, serving 50 to 100 


years for burglary, is the star of the 
rodeo.

convicts in what is billed as the mam 
event—called "Money the Hard Way."

the Environmental Defense Fund, tells 
me, a vital factor is how the courts read 
the law. 


Fortunately, 
from

servationists' point of view, the courts 
have been reading it quite favorably. 
Unfortunately, some bureaucrats with 
the ingrained idea that Big Brother 
knows best, are still seeking ways to get 
around it. 


The policy laid down in the act is "to 


create and maintain conditions under 
which man and nature can exist in 
productive harmony." 


The act's chief weapon is the impact 


statement required of any federal agency 
on proposed actions affecting the 
ecology. These statements, along with 
comments on them from other concerned 
officials, are to be made public in ad- 
vance and filed also with the Council on 
Environmental Quality, established by 
the act as a watchdog and as an adviser 
to the President. 


Such procedure is intended *to give 


conservationists, other affected groups 
and just plain citizens a chance to protest 
before projects have gone too far. But 
there are bureaucrats who prefer to wrap 
up a project before too many people have 
a chance to snipe at it. 


The most explicit interpretation of the 


act to date was by the District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals which 
slapped down the Atomic Energy 


Commission this summer for filing and 
forgetting impact statements. 


In a suit brought by the Clavert Cliffs 


Coordinating Committee, the Sierra Club 
and the National Wildlife Federation, to 
keep the Calvert Cliffs Atomic Energy 
Plant from starting production, the court 
said "we believe the 
commission's 


crabbed interpretation of NEPA makes a 
mockery of the act." 


It went on to lay down the requirement 


.that AEC licensing hearings be opened to 
full public consideration of the 
en- 


vironmental impact of nuclear plants, to 
affirm the AEC must investigate the 
environmental impact of such plants 
even if the issue is not raised by the 
public, and to require that AEC weigh 
environmental considerations even on 
plants authorized before the Jan. 1, 1970, 
enactment date of the act. 


The utilities as well as the en- 


vironmentalists considered the case a 
major one. Power companies as far away 
as Arkansas and Michigan jumped into 
file briefs. 


"Several recently enacted statutes," 


the court commented, "attest to the 
commitment of the government to 
control, at long last, the destructive 
engine of material 'progress'. But it 
remains to be seen whether the promise 
of this legislation will become a reality." 


The act has been chiefly responsible 


nevertheless for holdups on the Alaska 
pipeline, the Florida barge canal, the 
Gillhamdam in Arkansas, the Tennessee 
- Tombigbee waterway, and channel 
"improvement" on Arizona's Gila river. 
Due to it also the Army Engineers and 
Soil Conservation Service are re- 
examining the projects they have on 
hand. One key decision authorized the 
Army Engineers to deny a dredge-and- 
fill permit in Florida on ecological 
grounds alone. 


About 80 major federal agencies have 


programs affecting the environment. By 
no means all of them have compiled 
gladly with the act. Some, like the In- 
ternal Revenue Service, have tried to 
ignore it. Some, like AEC, have given it 
lip service. Some, like the Transportation 
Department, have tried to exempt 
projects dating even 13 months after 
passage of the act. 


As the Congressional Committee noted, 


"adequate agency compliance probably 
will take several years." 


It will take longer than that if the In- 


terior Department gets away with a 
remarkable new gimmick. 


Guidelines on the act written by the 


Council of Environmental 
Quality 


require that an rgency's drafted impact 
statement and comments on it from other 
concerned agencies, be made public in 
advance of hearings or action. That way 
people will know what's going on in time 
to get in their two bits worth. 


The Interior Department's gimmick is 


a "preliminary draft." Neither it nor 
comments on it are to be made public.. 
Only a later, formal draft, with com- 
ments from outside agencies are to be 
publicized. Comments from other In- 
terior Department agencies are to be 
made public after they have been 
sanitized for general consumption. 


And should most of the government's 


conservation agencies be grouped in one 
big department as planned, there would 
be few "outside agencies" whose com- 
ments could be made public before being 
censored. But the courts doubtless will 
review any such program. 


"By withholding some environmental 


statements and comments,'' wrote 
Thomas L. Kimball of the National 
Wildlife Federation recently to Secretary 
of the Interior Morton, "the draft 
procedure will draw a curtain of secrecy 
around much of this essential public 
information. Frankly we are astonished 
that you or your subordinates would even 
consider adopting procedures that are so 
clearly contrary to the intent of Congress 
and the policy of the President." 


Replying to a previous protest on a 


specific case, an attorney for Interior's 
Bureau of Reclamation provided this 
bureaucratic1 view of the situation: 


"It would be detrimental to the process 


of agency study and review to require 
tentative views and opinions expressed 
along the way to be made public. W'p 
believe that such views and opinions 
should remain part of the confidential 
process of government decision and are 
exempt from disclosure."

"trade tokens or checks." They were

the marking "good for 10 cents in trade," 
or "good for 5-cent drink," or "good for 
one cigar." 


Gerald Johnson of Wisconsin Rapids 


compiled a catelog "Trade Tokens of 
Wisconsin" and published it in 1967. At 
the time he stated that the number of 
tokens 
in 
his 
catalog 
probably 


represented only 70 per cent of the 
number of tokens issued in Wisconsin. At 
the same time he had hoped that more of 
the missing 30 per cent would yield to 
daylight with the publication of the book. 


Token collecting normally is an un- 


charted field for many collectors. The 
biggest reason is the lack of information 
or catalogs about the pieces. This book of 
Johnson's put the light on the Wisconsin 
token field. 


Not all of the tokens are round. They 


can be found in the shape of a triangle, 


material right after the Columbian 
Exposition in 1892. It had been an ex- 
perimental medal from the time of the 
World's Fair in Paris in the middle 1800s.

There are many methods for achieving 


results whether you antique the piece or 
paint it, but the most important factors 
are hme and patience. A refmishmg 
program might even extend through the 
winter whether you are refmishing a 
go<xl piece or a junk piece. A junk piece 
can become a thing of beauty if the 
refmishing program is well-organized. 


Here are some ideas: 
. . . Decide whether you are going to 


use quick methods that are now possible 
wito the number of paint removers and 
wood rehmshme kits available or 
whether \ou are going to use the old- 
fashioned' methods. Many people prefer 
the timp-rried tpchniques because they 
feel surer of the finish. It is important to 
assemble everything you are going to use 
befotp vou begin the project. 


. Resolve not to remove the marks of 


normal usage— slight scratches or even 
chisel marks that are made in the con- 
strue tinn of an old piece. Some sem- 
blance of old pamt can give a piece 
characlpr. It is difficult to remove some 
old paints anyway— buttermilk and red 
paint miyhirps that were used on some 
old pine nip<-pr> 13 one example — a little of 
fre taint colnr ]pft when >ou refmioh the 
piecp !? anotlipr -ign of antiquity.

shoeshine fashion around the leg, 
exerting pressure. 


...If you plan to give a piece of furniture 


an antique paint finish, it is good to visit 
museums or antiques 
shops where 


painted pieces might be seen for ideas. 
For example, handsome sh^dings may 
be done by feathering in oil colors at the 
end of flat pieces, bureaus or table tops. 
You apply the shadmgs along the edge of 
the pipre, and then you rub it m working 
from the inside, to the outer edge. This is 
a lovelv effect, but j ou should see it be- 
fore \ou do it. Some pamt combinations 
include greyed white backgrounds with 
feathery maroon or bluish green tinges.

Palms Are Easy to Grow Indoors

Palms are among the easiest of all 


plants to grow in pots indoors. Even 
small ones are graceful, and they gain 
greater beauty as they grow older. Few 
palms except the true dwarf types can be 
kept indefinitely as house plants, for it's 
their nature to grow far larger than most 
homes can allow. For this reason, I like 
to have several palms, in various stages 
of growth, so that when one gets too large 
and I must give it away, I have another to 
replace it. 


Perhaps nothing delights me more 


than to grow a lovely plant from a bit of 
organic matter that normally would be 
thrown away. A couple of years ago, I 
was given a small wicker tray filled with 
fresh dates; the seeds were so plump and 
full of promise. I couldn't bear to discard 
them, so, after all the pulp had been 
cleaned from them, I potted them in rich,

moist soil, placing three pits in each 
small pot. They germinated quite 
quickly, and the smaller, weaker shoots 
in each pot were removed to give the 
huskier ones more room. The little palms 
were shifted to larger pots as their root. 
growth indicated the need for it, and now, 
less than two years later, they are nearly 
three feet high, and quite bushy. 


Directions for starting date palms 


from seed are given more fully in our 
little booklet, Kitchen "Pot"-Pourri.

Interest in Oriental Rugs Grows 


With today's most important trend to 


the eclectic has come much interest in 
Oriental rugs. Young people seem to be 
waiting to buy just what they want these 
days instead of settling for second best. 
Many of these newly marrieds are ex- 
pressing interest in these centuries old 
creations and saving for such a purchase. 


Their interest also has been historical; 


they are reading about the classic 
treasures, their colorations and design 
implications. 


Believing that many American

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The Academic Freedom Umbrella 


More persons than the members of 


some of our cloistered academic com- 
munities seem to know are becoming 
profoundly 
skeptical 
about 
the 


"academic freedom" cry that is uttered 
so routinely whenever an academician is 
called to account for conduct 
and 


failures that would be pardoned in no 
other occupation dignified with the name 
of profession. 


A classical example is currently 


offered in some lachrymose reactions to 
the discharge of a professor at the state 
university in Whitewater, newly an- 
nexed as a branch of the University of 
Wisconsin 
system. Some 
of 
the 


professional liberals of the state are now 
hailing the incident as a violation of the 
man's academic freedom and his civil 
liberties, which is not only an outrageous 
perversion of the situation but an insult 
to the self-respecting teachers of all 
categories in Wisconsin education 


Academic freedom literally defined 


assures the teacher the right to pursue 
the truth and to teach it as he sees it. 


But the audacious Whitewater 


professor 
was dismissed 
by 
the 


university president and the board of 
regents of the former university system 
with the backing of a faculty committee 


which examined into the facts, for 
t-onduct utterh unrelated to his right to 
teach the truth, but which would have 
brought about his instant ejection from a 
second rate bistro. 


If the professor had spoken in the 


tacultv lounge some of the utterly vulgar 
and 
distasteful 
words 
that 
he 


deliberately used in the presence of his, 
English classes and had no relation to 
the subject of the course he would have 
been kicked out as a dirty-mouthed 
flown. He preferred the vocabulary of 
the gutter to the eloquent resources of 
the majestic language in which he held 
himself out as learned. 


These are not the judgments of false 


puntanism. Thev are drawn from the 
findings ol a faculty hearing panel, 
which gave a judgment of peers. That 
faculty panel also made other findings 
that raise the deepest doubt about the 
right of the professor to protest his 
sacking, aside from their revelations 
about his peculiarly vindicthe attitude. 
He permitted his students in freshman 
English to establish their final course 
grades. Among them. 50 chose an "A" 
grade, in chose a "B". Nobody, it need 
hardly be added, had a semester grade 
of "C" or less.

Outlawing Property Taxes 


The governor and the attorney

William Milhken said he is asking the 
Michigan Supreme Court to take up the 
matter for urgent action. 


The Michigan officials' action follows 


a decision by the California Supreme 
Court recently which invalidated that 
state's reliance on the property tax for 
meeting local school costs. The con- 
stitutional issue involved is equal op- 
portunity for quality education on behalf 
of all children in the state in the face ot 
the fact that there is a considerable 
variance in the financial ability of local

education.

more taxpayer indignation and nmie 
hardship than increases in income or 
sales tax rates 
1- or one thing in states 


like \\ivconsin. the pi opei tv tax still 
raises the gicat bulk oi the Lax monies 
for local go\ernment expenditures, of 
which education is a major factor. For 
another, increases in property taxes hit 
hardest at those least able to afford 
them, persons li\ ing on low and-or fixed 
incomes. 


There has been increased discussion 


in recent months of financing local 
government services on a user fee basis. 
Sewerage disposal costs are a readily 
applicable example. There are some 
advocates for financing education on the 
same basis, but the costs of public 
education are simply too enormous to 
assess against only those taxpayers who 
have children in school at any particular 
time.

by the state is the only alternate e.

Big Diplomatic Game 
Nixon Visit to China Seen 
As Curb on Chinese Military

TOKYO 
— 
Everybody 


understands that President 
Nixon's projected trip to 
China is connected with 
American domestic politics — 
namely, 
his 
reelection 


campaign. But here in Tokyo 
at least, experienced and 
acute China-watchers have 
come to the conclusion that 
the converse is also true. 


They think the Nixon trip 


figures deeply in the internal 
politics of the Peking regime. 
More particularly, their Mew- 
is that the President's visit is 
being used to cut back the role 
of China's military as part of a 
general leadership struggle. 


Evidence that the Nixon trip 


is an element in a continuing 
battle within China is over- 
whelming. For the trip is 
going to take place while 
almost all the outstanding 
issues confronting the Peking 
regime remain unsettled. 


Successor in Doubt 


There has not been, as many 


predicted there would be, a 
tenth session of the national 
People's Congress, which is 
the top political authority in 
China. The new constitution, 
with its provision that Lin 
Piao is to succeed Mao Tse- 
tung as chairman of the partv. 
thus remains in doubt. So dors 
the question of a successor to 
Liu Shao-ehi as head of .state

With all these central issues 


still open, it strains creduhtv 
to believe — as some White 
House China experts ap-

Far more 
likely, it is an element in an 
on-going process of decision- 
making.

Chou 
has been downgrading Lin s 
followers in the mihtaiv. 


A second theory is that Mao

But either wav, the central 


point is that the Nixon \tsit 
shapes up as an element in 
China's internal politics. And 
if that is so, two practical

The first is that the Nixon 


visit, being largely an exer- 
cise in Chinese domestic af- 
fairs, will not be prolific of 
immediate diplomatic con- 
sequences. The second is that 
the Soviet Union, fully mindful 
of the Chinese disarray, is not 
particularly upset by the 
President's visit.

Editor's Notebook 
Total New Production 
Process Now Being * 
Readied for Our Plant 


The technological revolution in the methods of 


printing newspapers has literally exploded upon us in 
the last few years and it is extremely fortunate for The 
Post-Crescent that our purchase of all new production 
equipment is occurring when we can take full ad- 
vantage of all of the new developments. 


The basic change which made all the new 


technology possible was the adaptation of the offset 
method of printing to the high speeds and large

volumes required by a daily newspaper the size of The 
Post-Crescent and larger. Weekly newspapers and 
smaller dailies had been able to convert to offset 
earlier. 


In offset printing, the printing plate is produced 


photographically rather than mechanically. This 
means that the composing of copy, editorial and ad- 
vertising, can be accomplished photographically and 
electronically. And this permitted the introduction of 
computerized systems into the composing room. 


When our new Goss Metro offset press goes "on 


line" next Sept. 15 (as of now that is the target date), 
and the composing, engraving and plate making 
operations are switched over to total photocom- 
position, this is basically the way The Pest-Crescent 
will be produced: 


Wire tape from the wire news services and the tape 


punched by our own teletypesetter operators will be 
fed into a central computer. This computer will 
perform three basic functions. 


On news matter, it will justify and hyphenate the 


textmatter and it will compose headlines according to 
coded instructions. It will do the same with classified 
advertising but in addition it will sort the want ads into 
the proper categories, kill out expired ads and insert 
new ones. On display advertising, it will compose the 
copy according to coded instructions as to size and 
iont of type, line length, spacing, etc. 


All of this information the computer will feed to 


high speed print out machines, which will prii^t the 
news and advertising material according to in- 
structions on glossy paper ready for paste-up on page 
forms. These paste-ups will then be photographed and 
the negatives printed on the offset plates tor the press. 


To give you some idea of the tempo with which 


change is occurring in the technology of our business, 
the print-out equipment we ordered two months ago is 
already being updated. We had planned to use one 
Fototronic TXT machine to produce text matter and 
two Fototronic !L!lH)'s for headlines and display ad- 
•\ertising. The text machine operates at 150 lines per 
minute. This compares with 14 lines per minute on our 
fastest hot metal linotypes. The 12UO's operate at 30 
lines per minute. 


But now Harris Intertype is putting the two 


machines together into the TXT2 which will produce 
all of our text and display material on the same 
machine at 150 lines per minute. 


This past week I spent two days in Chicago in- 


vestigating new electronic equipment which has been 
developed in the last few months to serve as input 
devices for such a computerized photo composition 
svslern. 


One such device is an 
Optical Character 


Recognita: machine which reads copy typed on a 
special electric typewriter and transmits the copy to 
the computer by punched tape or electronic signal. 
The copy can be edited with a special pencil which the 
scanner will then overlook. 


Another is the Video Display Terminal where copy 


i oad trom tape or by a scanner is displayed before the 
editor or copy reader on a video screen. The operator 
then ma\ utilize a standard typewriter keyboard on 
the machine to make whatever changes he wishes in 
the copv Or he may compose copy directly from the 
keyboard When the copy on the screen is the way the 
operator wishes it, he pushes a button which transmits 
it to the computer. 


Both of these devices are already in use by wire 


services and in some newspaper plants, and we are 
now studying possible applications to our operation. 


Bv now you probably are coming to the realization 


that a great deal of research and study and evaluation 
has gone into our finalized plans for our total 
modorni/ation program here at The Post-Crescent. 
And w i t h switch-over day still almost a year away this 
research and evaluation is continuing. I would like to 
tell \ on more about that next week if I may.

along with a momentary vogue, Byrd

current exhibition. In executing it, Byrd 
said, he was not deliberately trying to 
paint in a Pop style. 


Instead, he was exploiting the theme in 


terms of decorative art. 


"Lettering," he said, "is the most 


•Pop-ish' thing I've done. And I got more 
on lettering from medieval manuscripts 
and altarpieces than I got from Pop art." 


The manner in which Byrd moved from 


one aspect of the figurative tradition to 
another can be traced in the present 
.show. 


In the mid-1960s — roughly from 1964 to 


1967 — he was primarily involved in 
social commentary; during this period, 
his paintings dealt with race, poverty and 
civil rights. 


Subsequently, when "things began to 


shift around a little but in my ex- 
perience," he moved from overt protests 
against the Establishment to an effort to 
define precisely what the Establishment 
i.s. 


i "I think it's kind of the University 


Establishment, more than any other," lie 
said of these pieces.) 


Then, having decided to do several 


works based on his own view of his 
heritage (Byrd is one-fourth Shawnee 
Indian), he began to "sort of fool around 
with this idea, putting past and present 
together in various combinations."

Meeting at Red Sky" and "Dream of

American life with the fading Indian 
tradition. Byrd even turned out a 
drawing showing himself as a Plains

since the Shawnee are a woodland 
people. 


I-ast year, having recei/ed a painting 


grant from the graduate school of the 
University, he returned in memory (and 
later physically as well) to the house 
where he spent his Oklahoma boyhood. 
He painted and drew the house, both as it 
appears today, and as he remembered it 
from childhood. 


The building is different in each pic- 


ture, Byrd explained, because his 
memory of it is subjective, rather than 
specific.

The characters in the painting are 


dressed in a style of clothing that can be 
associated with the period of the 1930s in 
a general way, but not in terms of precise 
detail. In this manner he has given the 
paintings a sense of timelessness, he 
said.

troduces a touch of mystery, is the 
presence in some of the canvases of a 
man carrying binoculars. Sometimes 
this figure is solid and realistic-looking, 
at other times, transparent. 


;'Qver the years," Byrd commented, 


"I've been intrigued by painting semi- 
transparent, semi-invisible figures. They 
keep cropping up one place or another. 


A number of the sketches in the show 


served as working drawings for the 
paintings. Others are intended to stand 
by themselves, as independent works of 
art. 


The Bergstrom show marks the first 


time most of the paintings of "the house"' 
are being exhibited in public. (Four 
were displayed this summer at Mil- 
waukee's Bradley galleries.) 


In his discussion of why he has moved, 


within the decorative tradition, from one 
field 
of concern 
to another, 
Byrd 


displayed considerable self-knowledge 
and frankness. 


"Fm taken up with an idea for a while, 


and follow it along until something else 
becomes more interesting .. . There are 
things that trigger you o f f . . . It's kind of 
a game you want to play with yourself."

For the benefit of the arts

WASHINGTON (.AP) — Not content with 


giving the capital and the nation a performing 
arts park costing millions of dollars, Catherine 
Filene Shouse is making another donation: 
what promises to be one of the country's great 
pipe organs. 


Its formal dedication will be in November in 


the John F. Kennedy Center for the Performing 
Arts, on whose board of trustees Mrs. Shouse 
has served since its inception in 1958. 


"Stone has copied the Boston Symphony hall 


and that hall would be lost without an organ," 
she said of architect Edward Durell Stone and 
the Kennedy Center's concert hall. 


i;So I went to the Filene Foundation and got 


the money for it My sister and I are trustees, 
so that wasn't too difficult" 


The cost approximately $200,000, is only the 


latest in a long series of financial and personal 
contributions to the arts and philantropies of 
the nation's capital by Mrs, Jouett Shouse—it 
rhymes •with ouse. 


The most generous of these has been Wolf 


Trap Farm Park, dominated by a $3-million 
open-sided amphitheater with seats for 3.500 
plus accommodations on the lawn outside for 
3,000 others. 


To Kay Shouse, who recently turned 75, it was 


the culmination of a long dream and a lot of 
determined work. 


"It's embarrassing when I go to the Kennedy 


Center—I've been a trustee there 13 or 14 
years—and people come up to me and say, 'I 
like Wolf Trap better,' or tell me how often 
they've been there," she said in an interview. 


Aside from the amphitheater, she gave the 


federal government 117 acres of unspoiled 
Virginia countryside in an area 17 miles from 
the capital where developed building lots are 
selling for as much as $15,000. 


Despite Wolf Trap and the Kennedy Center 


organ, Mrs. Shouse said she has not reduced 
her support for such things as the National 
Symphony Orchestra or the Opera Society of 
Washington.

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Oshkosh's JLnst 
Victorian Home

OSHKOSH — Oviatt House in the heart of the 


University of Wisconsin — Oshkosh campus has 
been home to two university presidents in the past 
40 years after serving as the institution's first 
dormitory. 


The oldest building on the campus, the tall, grey 


stone mansion holds special interest this centennial 
year of the university's beginning as a small state 
normal school. 


Much of the building's past is included in the 


official centennial history of the institution which is 
being researched, compiled and written by Dr. 
Edward Noyes of the UW-O history faculty. 


Oviatt House is one of the city's last fine 


residences. Dating from the late Victorian era, it is 
a good example of the exuberance and confidence 
of Victorian architecture, now soothed, smoothed 
and adapted to modern living. 


Mrs. Roger E. Guiles, its present chatelaine, 


sometimes suggests its merits as a museum. She 
said that although she had always lived in old 
houses, she was reluctant about Oviatt House. 


"But once you get carpeting and drapes for a 


house this size, you don't move very quickly," she 


said. The Guiles have lived there since 1959. 


Stripped of much of its original gingerbread, 


Oviatt House is a home of tall windows, high 
ceilings and strong mildings, flooded with sunlight 
and full of memories even for first time visitors 
with a memory of grandma's house. 


Oviatt House is rich in shape, a Late Gothic 


design with its peaked roofs, a three-story-plus 
tower and many bow windows. 


Inside, the rooms are spacious with carved 


plaster ceilings and fireplaces as full of character 
as its first owner. 


Oviatt House was built in 1882 by that famous 


legal specialist Moses Hooper, whose practice as a 
waterpower and riparian rights attorney leasted 
until he retired at age 95, two years before his 
death. 


Hooper was 48 when he built the house that is now 


the home of OSU presidents. The best houses of his 
day boasted central heating, gas lights and 
bathrooms, and the Hooper house had all of these 
modern conveniences. Under Mrs. Guiles direction, 
the old fashioned radiators are like art objects in 
textured, wedding cake white, one of the special 
reclaimed beauties of the house. 


Architect for the house was William Waters, at 


one time credited with design of 90 per cent of the 
best residences in the city. He had designed the 
Normal School which occupied a site down the 
block from the place Hooper chose for his 
residence. The Oshkosh Public Library, recently 


A tall, grey stone residence, Oviatt House is an echo of

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enlarged, was a Waters' design which won him 
international recognition at the San Francisco 
Exposition. 


Early pictures of the residence, collected by Dr. 


Noyes, show an arched, stone bridge across a 
stream in front of the house. The bridge and the 
stream which once found its way into Lake Win- 
nebago at the foot of Irving Avenue are both long 
gone, sacrificed to population growth. 


By 1900 Mrs. Joseph Andrews was living in the 


house, and Dr. C. W. Oviatt, one of the city's leading 
physicians, moved his family into it between 1901 
and 1903. 


His daughter, Mrs. Robert E. Friend, Hartland, 


Wis., remembers the living room when it was 
dominated by a mural depicting a rural scene, 
complete with split rail fence and a "wild looking 
tramp" climbing a fence. 


"Outstanding were his shaggy mustache and a 


bright red patch on the seat of his pants," she 
recalls. 


The front bedroom must have been a triumph of 


trompe 1'oeil, turning it into the interior of a white" 
tent, its flies opened to a sparkling night sky. 


"I remember being broken hearted when my 


mother had those stars removed and the room 
done over," Mrs. Friend wrote. "I treasured those 
bits of glass for years." 


By 1913, the Normal School property had almost 


surrounded the Oviatt home and there was student 
pressure for girls' dormitory. The dwelling became 
the property of the state in July, and the Oshkosh 
Daily Northwestern predicted it would become the 
president's home. 


Spacious Bedrooms 


A Normal School publication, "The Quiver," 


provided Dr. Noyes with a description of its con- 
version to a dormitory under the direction 
of 


President John A. H. Keith. Students ate in the 
living and dining room areas, served through a 
swing door let into one wall. Residents studied in 
the spacious second floor bedrooms, according to a 
Daily Northwestern of the day, and slept on the 
third floor. It housed 11 girls and a matron and 
provided food service for 40 in the "reception and 
drawing rooms." 


The dormitory 
operation 
proved 
to be 


uneconomical. It had been discontinued by the time 
the late Forrest H. Polk was named to the 
presidency in 1930, and the Board of Regents was 
threatening to raze a building which no longer met 
state codes for public use. 


Her husband saved the house, Mrs. Polk 


remembers, by offering to rent it for his family. 
They lived there for 25 years. 


Mrs. Polk recalls her first inspection of the house 


with a shudder. Undisturbed cobwebs, frayed stair 
carpets, the remains of a cistern on the third floor 
discouraged her. 


"Our son (now Dr. Robert Polk, Madison) was 


about eight. He said he would never sleep in that old 
house. But he did for a good many years." 


Once the Polks moved in, the principal drawback 


was plumbing installed for a cistern and not strong 
enough for city water pressure. 


"We never knew when it would spring a leak and 


they'd replace another part of it," Mrs. Polk said. 
Eventually, the plumbing was replaced. 


The chandelier in the dining room is one found by 


Mr. Polk in a house being torn down at Algoma and 
Congress, Mrs. Polk said. They returned the living 
room wall to its original condition, minus the swing 
doors, and rebuilt the rotting kitchen floor. The 
original stoop at the front door was enlarged into 
the glazed porch it is today. 


Elegance begins at the front door of the 


president's house, where panels of beveled, leaded 
glass lend importance to lion-headed doorknobs 
and fittings of chased metal.

A small entry is set off from a spacious foyer by 


leaded stained glass panels. 


To the left, an open stairway, ornately carved of 


oak, twists past three landings to the second floor 
and continues to the third floor. The house has two 
stairways from basement to attic. 


"I guess the woodwork represents about every 


kind of cabinet wood except walnut," Mrs. Guiles 
said. Mrs. Friend terms it "fabulous." 


There was curly maple in the parlor. The dining 


room with six-foot wainscoting, plate rail and 
beamed ceiling is cherry, both now painted, and the 
famous "tent" bedroom is bird's eye maple. 


Mrs. Guiles shows it off chiefly for the quaint 


painted lavatory, lavish with fruit and leaves, and 
the silver holder for its metal stopper set in the 
chocolate marble rim. 


Doorways with curliqued lintels flank the back- 


to-back fireplaces between parlor and living room. 
The lintels boasted tapestry fittings when the 
Guiles moved in. Now the gingerbread stands on its 
own merit. 


The parlor fireplace has a gray slate mantel 


supported by white marble pillars flanking a face of 
tile trimmed in full color ceramic flower garlands

above a tiled hearth. In the adjoining living room, 
the mantel is marble above a border of tiles 
depicting Shakespeare plays, each carefully named 
lest such cultural detail escape the viewer. 


Today, the living room, distinguished by molded 


ceiling and classic pillars, is, like the parlor, 
painted in off-white against a gold shag carpet, a 
long way from room-size murals and parquet 
floors. High, wide windows, once hidden behind 
shutters, blinds, curtains and drapes, are elegantly 
simple in embroidered French voile. 


One long wall in the delicately green dining room 


of today has a mural thought to be the work of the 
late Gustav Behncke who, with F. J. Waldo, an 
Oshkosh artist of an even earlier day, are known to 
have worked on the decoration of the house. 


Once, the dining room mural went all around the 


room above its plate rail, but "the whole thing was 
overpowering," Mrs. Guiles said. "What is left is 
much more effective." 


She shows with pride the 
built-in 
buffet, 


refinished by the UW-O president and their son. 
now State Rep. Jon Guiles. 


The kitchen, remodeled by Mrs. Polk, has been 


updated and utilizes the old pantry. A butler's 
pantry off the dining room is now a capacious 
closet. 


On the second floor, a wide main hall narrows as 


it moves to the rear of the house to meet the sunken 
back stair landing with former maids' rooms 
beyond. 


Keyholes Covered 


Keyholes are covered in the transomed doors of 


the five bedrooms, whether against peeping Toms 
or drafts or to enhance the handsome escutcheons 
nobody remembers. 


A small room to the right of the front stairs is now 


a study as is the corresponding room below it on the 
first floor. Behind the former "tent" bedroom is the 
master bedroom adjacent to the only full bathroom 
in the house and boasting the third fireplace, a gas 
one not now in use. 


Other fireplaces are in a basement recreation 


room and in a third floor room once lined with gun 
cabinets and bookshelves. The basement recreation 
room may have been the first of its kind in the city. 
A stairway leads directly to it from the front entry, 
and the Polks used to entertain there at dinner on 
long tables improvised from saw horses with 
President Polk presiding over streaks at the 
fireplace.

History on VIEW 
By Addie Yaudes 


The small town Cerritos, Calif., has announced 


plans for a museum to honor Mrs. Richard Nixon. 
Exhibits in the museum will shew how a small town 
girl can become first lady of the land. 


The small town Durand, Wis., claims a first lady 


too, but few people know about her, either in the 
United States or in France where she lived after her 
marriage to Georges Clemenceau, that nation's 
premier during World War I. 


Her husband chose to deny recognition to his 


Wisconsin-reared wife as first lady of his land, a 
position she not only deserved but could have filled 
with dignity and grace. All of which demonstrates 
that a lady may marry her prince, but only in fairy- 
tales is she sure to live happily ever after. 


The lady: Mary Plummer was eight years old 


when she moved with her family from New 
Hampshire to a farm on Skinner Prairie just out- 
side the village of Durand. In 1857 Durand was 
scarcely more than a jog in the road along the bank 
of the Chippewa River. Wisconsin, a wilderness 
abounding in wild life — deer, bear, wolves, foxes, 
geese, and hordes of pigeons — qualified as a 
hunter's paradise, but hardly as a health spa. 


Nevertheless, Dr. Plummer, dentist, artist and 


musician, came to the Durand area for the sake of 
his health and to be near relatives and friends. 
Practicing dentistry and running a farm in 
Wisconsin did nothing to improve his health, 
however, and after his death three years later, his 
widow and three children moved to Durand to be 
near the district school. 


Mary was fifteen when her wealthy uncle Horace 


Taylor, a New York banker, traveled out to Durand 
to check on the Widow Plummer and her children. 
No run-of-the-mill rich uncle, he chose to share the 
wealth while he was alive. Impressed with his 
lovely niece, he offered to take her and her sister 
Susan back east to educate them while the 
Plummer son, William, remained in Durand with 
his mother. 


Uncle Horace selected the Catherine Aiken 


Seminary, an exclusive school for young ladies at 
Stamford, Conn., as the one best qualified to in- 
struct his nieces. Susan, attractive, but definitely 


overshadowed by her sister's beauty, played no 
starring role. Mary, on the other hand, welcomed 
an exciting new world. 


Despite meager preparation in the Durand 


village school, she did well at the seminary, ex- 
celling in French and English. Mrs. E. S. Dickin- 
son, elementary French teacher (later a resident in 
Oshkosh, Wis.) described Mary as a fine student, 
quiet, unassuming and popular with her peers — a 
fair skinned madonna with dark hair and eyes 
fringed with sooty lashes. Already, it seemed, the 
fates were eyeing Mary Plummer. 


Enter, the Tiger 


The Tiger: About this time, 1865, a 24-year-old 


French revolutionary antagonistic to Napoleon III, 
finished the two-month prison term imposed upon 
him for inciting the people of Paris to riot and fled 
to New York City, where he was to stay for four 
years. This was Georges Clemenceau, upcoming 
Tiger of France. Considering the political climate 
of France unsafe for his son, his father, Dr. Ben- 
jamin Clemenceau, assisted Georges financially in 
getting out of the country. 


Clemenceau's childhood had been unlike that of 


his future bride. Born in the rugged Vendee region 
of western France, second of six children, he was a 
typical native son, self-sufficient, obstinate and 
early developing a zest for fight which never left 
him. Spurning companionship with his brothers and 
sisters, he expressed contempt for most adults, 
with the exception of his doctor father, whom he 
admired and who treated him as an equal. 


Georges early absorbed his father's anti-religious 


attitudes and radical opinions, and as Winston 
Churchill put it, "bayed at the church until the 
end." As a 20-year-old medical student railing 
against the establishment, he joined other young 
radicals in a "do-as-you-think association" and 
signed his first political declaration denouncing 
clerical participation in birth, marriage or death, a 
document he was to remember all his life. 


Georges made quite a splash in New York circles. 


Professor Fernand of the Sorbonne described his 
arrival at pier 44 on the North River: a gay blade, 
full of life and energy, immediately at home in 
downtown New York. Something of a fop, he 
reveled in the role of romantic foreigner. A good 
horseman, fencer and marksman, he sported an 
elegant Parisian wardrobe, and enjoyed 
the 


limelight as eligible bachelor, wit and popular 
extra man. How did he look? Striking, rather than 


handsome, his eyes a snapping black, his forehead 
broad, his carriage proud to make the most of a 
stocky frame. Affecting the hirsute style of today 
with dark bushy brows and turned-down handlebar 
mustache, he was the ebullient future Tiger of 
France about to confront a gentle lamb. The fates 
were watching Georges, too. 


Sometime after his arrival, his father, impatient 


with his extended stay in the U.S., threatened to cut 
off his funds. Forced to fend for himself, Georges 
turned to journalism, showing marked talent in 
writing articles for the Parts Temps. 


To supplement his income, he accepted help from 


his lawyer friend, Eugene Busche, and from 
Horace Greeley, editor of the New York Tribune, in 
getting a job in Catherine Aiken's young ladies' 
seminary as a professor of French, literature, 
history, and horsemanship. The stage was set. 


The dashing young Frenchman soon became the 


idol of the boarding school girls' susceptible hearts, 
and flirted indiscriminately with them all — except 
one, demure and proper little Mary Plummer. He 
never singled her out for what modern young 
sophisticates would doubtless consider puerile 
behavior. Said Mrs. Dickinson, "I remember how 
often, while sitting in the dining hall, he, though 
seemingly paying the most profound attention to 
Miss Aiken's conversation, would roll bread into 
pellets and snap them at girls seated at nearby 
tables following the throw by a wink." 


Engagement Results 


It is hardly likely, however, that this young man 


about town was unimpressed by his loveliest 
student. Her beauty and shy indifference spurred 
him to the short, romantic courtship which 
culminated in their engagement. 


Recalls Mrs. Dickinson: 
"Miss Aiken pleaded with Mary not to marry this 


young Frenchman, calling him an adventurer, a 
political exile from his own country. We all took his 
claim of owning a chateau and wealth in France 
with a grain of salt." 


But Mary, in love and dazzled by the promise of a 


thrilling future, refused to be dissuaded by Miss 
Aiken or her troubled New York relatives, who took 
a dim view, indeed, of the aggressive young 
Frenchman 
who courted so 
boldly 
without 


bothering to conceal his anti-clerical ideas about 
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marriage. He had already made it clear he'd have 
no part of a religious ceremony. This obduracy 
almost wrecked their plans, for gentle Mary, 
surprisingly, stood pat in her determination to be 
married within a church ritual, and Georges 
stomped back to France. 


Unable to forget her, he returned a year later, 


and uncharacteristically bowed to the inevitable. 
What irony for him, an avowed atheist, to promise 
before God to love and cherish his wedded wife as 
long as they lived! But since he could have her no 
other way, he submitted to church rites following 
the civil ceremony essential to the recognition of 
marriages between international people. Mary was 
20, Georges, 28. 


The lady and the Tiger: The year Mary and 


Georges spent in New York after their marriage 
was surely the happiest of their lives. They were 
young, in love, and all the world lay ahead. Political 
pressures and cultural misunderstandings hadn't 
yet intruded. But problems lurked just around the 
corner. 


Following the fall of Napoleon after the Franco- 


Prussian war, Georges hurried back to Paris, 
pausing en route to drop off his bride at Chateau 
D'Aubray, the home of his parents in the Vendee. A 
fine thing — even in the best of circumstances: 
although the parents of the future Premier 
Clemenceau treated Mary with unfailing kindness, 
what bride, far from home in a foreign land would 
settle for her husband's prolonged absence with 
equanimity? That he returned from time to time is 
obvious since the couple had three children in quick 
succession: Madeleine in 1870, Juliette in 1873, 
Michel in 1874. Occasionally, Mary spent a few days 
in Paris with him, but the French politics which 
immersed him for the next 50 years left little time 
for a visiting wife, and Mary spent the better part of 
22 years at Castle D'Aubray. 


Political Savvy 


Back in Paris, Clemenceau, an 
indifferent 


medical man, used his skill with political savvy for 
social service, advocating care of the sick, aid but 
not hand-outs to the poor, public hygiene and 
country vacations for slum children. To this end, he 
operated a clinic two days a week, thereby gaining 
greater understanding of the needs and mental 
outlook of the poor. His zeal as a do-gooder declined 
after a few years, but he had gained the support and 
respect of his constituents. 


Elected mayor of Montmarte at 30, he quickly 


went on to the National Assembly. The higher he 
climbed, the more he drifted away from his wife. 
Mary's attitudes may well have seemed stuffy to 
him, whereas life was gay in Paris. In addition, a 
foreign wife was no asset in French politics. 


More and more, Mary tasted the bitterness of her 


position. She had been unprepared for French 
morals and customs so different from those of her 
puritan upbringing. Apparently, French wives 
contented themselves with a husband's support and 
something apart from marriage. 


Not so, Mary. One can imagine her growing 


bewilderment and heartbreak. To her protest, 
Clemenceau turned a deaf ear. After the seventh 
year, that year so frequently fatal to marriages, he 
determined to leave her. A divorce, ruinous to his 
political fortunes, was unthinkable to him, and, for 
her children's sakes, perhaps equally so to her. 
Since he wanted his freedom, she complied, and 


except for her children and relatives, stepped 
quietly into oblivion — continuing to live, however, 
with his parents in the Vendee. 


Always indifferent to accumulating money, 


Clemenceau struggled most of his life to get along 
on what he earned. Thus, his financial contributions 
to Mary and the children were less than substantial. 
But Mary bore her lot with courage. A model of 
charity and restraint, she at no time said or did 
anything to jeopardize his political career, hiding 
her feelings even from her closest relatives. 


Historians speak of their estrangement as veiled 


in mystery. Up to a point, yes, their domestic trials 
were private, but there is little mystery about their 
living apart. Between two persons so different in 
temperament, background and outlook, trouble 
was predictable. She blamed him for what came 
naturally to a Frenchman of his time; he blamed 
her for her inability to accept the marital mores of 
France. It was an impasse in which neither would 
budge. 


Except for his courting days and social life as a 


young man in New York, he was, at heart, a loner, 
preferring to accomplish things on his own. Early 
in his career, his belligerent spirit and daring 
ways earned him the soubriquet Tiger for the 
image he projected of a ruthless, predatory 
prowler. Upon his retirement, he admitted that his 
"hermit soul had never learned the secret of 
companionship, never known an emotion so strong 
and singlehearted as his quest for solitude." 


Joie de Vivre 


His joie de vivre was a public posture assumed to 


impress the voters with his perpetual youth and 
indestructible constitution. Perhaps that says it all. 


On one occasion Mary must have hoped for some 


sort of reconciliation. When Georges was Minister 
of Interior Affairs, she called upon him in his office 
at Place Beauvau. They hadn't met for four years. 
He not only gave her a freezing reception but or- 
dered his secretaries to remain in the room. After 
two hours of mutual recriminations, she left, 
having accomplished nothing. 


Rejected for parliament by the voters in 1893, 


Clemenceau turned once more to journalism, 
writing a brilliant daily column on current affairs 
and educating his now maturing children from this 
income. During this time, unhappy, restless, 
middle aged, he looked again to amorous diver- 
sions, but so circumspectly that gossipers had little 
to build upon. 


At long last, Mary had had it. Humiliated, 


disillusioned, lonely, she left the ancestral castle in 
the Vendee and settled in a three-room apartment 
just outside Paris. Estranged seven years after 
marriage, legally separated after 23, she moved 
into the urban world to supplement her small 
separation 
allowance by writing articles for 


American magazines, conducting tours through art 
galleries, buying for American stores, teaching 
French and English. It was a more bearable life, 
surely, than the rural isolation of the Vendee. 
Relatives in New York and Durand regularly sent 
her small sums to be spent on things she couldn't 
otherwise have afforded. She adored her children, 
Madeleine especially, who kept as much contact 
with her mother as her own busy life permitted. A 
talented lecturer and journalist, she, of the three 
children, also kept most in touch with her father. 
Outwardly unemotional, Clemenceau seemed 
unable to generate any paternal tenderness toward 
his offspring; he acted curt and gruff to his 
daughters, unbending toward his son. During 


Michel's military training, he made sure that the 
boy received no favors and not much allowance. 


Durand saw Mary three times 
after her 


marriage, the last time after her legal separation in 
1892. Each time she came alone to the home her 
brother shared with their mother. To the end, she 
kept tight lipped about details of her marriage 
failure. A family member accidentally overheard a 
conversation with her mother who was deaf: 


"Mother, I haven't anything to tell. When things 


got so thai I couldn't stand it, I just packed up and 
walked out. That's all there was to it." 


Through the years her brother said nothing 


derogatory about Clemenceau, nor did the towns 
people. They wondered, they surmised, but took 
their cue from the Plummer family, and kept quiet 
A very atypical small town — Durand. Even today. 
cousins by marriage, removed several times, 
contribute little to Mary's story. They still respect 
the wish for privacy of a relative long dead. 


Stayed in France 


Following the early estrangement, her family, of 


course, urged her to move back to the United 
States, but it was impossible. Legal technicalities 
prevented her taking the children out of France. 
and, too, she'd have forfeited her allowance which 
she couldn't afford to lose. 


Meanwhile, Clemenceau climbed steadily toward 


becoming premier of France, a position he attained 
in 1906. Upon this occasion Mary wrote to her 
brother: 


"He is the logical man for the place, and France 


could obtain none better." 


Durand soldiers in Paris during the war years 


called upon Mary and reported that she kept many 
mementoes of his successes displayed in her 
apartment — news-clippings attached to the walls. 
his pictures pinned to the window curtains. 


But Clemenceau, remote in the extreme, didn't 


blot his wife entirely from his mind. During the 
harrowing days of the bombardment of Paris, he 
sent an emissary to evacuate his family to a safer 
place in southern France. Mary, declining to leave 
despite the terror and tension of remaining in the 
city, sent Georges word: 


"I'll stay in Paris as long as it stands." 


Not Easy Going 


It was, however, tough going. In 1917 she wrote to 


a cousin in America: 


"I'm sitting to write this letter wrapped in shawls 


and a hot water bottle. I'm not at all well. Since the 
beginning of the war, my only son and two grand 
sons are all at the front, but I feel as you do; we 
shall win." 


Life was not easy for anyone in Paris at that time, 


but Mary, an invalid for the last 10 years of her lite. 
complained little. She and her nurse, the faithful 
Henriette, comforted each other. 


The tragic life of Mary Plummer Clemenceau. 


unrevealed first lady of France, ended in 1922. 
Madeleine wrote to William Plummer in Durand 
that his sister, 73, had died of heart disease. She 
was quietly buried somewhere in France, her 
adopted country. 


In 1918, at the time of Clemenceau's visit to the

He maneuvered the cycle onto 
its stand, came up the paint- 
weary porch steps and entered 
the house he shared with 
others 'in a commune. 


"Don't keep dinner for me,"

He walked out, leaving be- 


hind his motorcycle, license 
2a2706. He hasn't been back. 


Where is he and why has he 


disappeared? 


The State of California 


charges that Stephen Mitchell 
Bingham, 
29, 
radical 


storefront people's lawyer, 
Milton Academy '60, Yale '64, 
son of distinguished Con- 
necticut Yankees, 
disap- 


peared because four hours 
earlier that day he par- 
ticipated in murder at San 
Quentin. 


Visited Convict 
It alleges that Bingham 


used his status as a lawyer to 
visit George Jackson, 
the 


militant black convict who 
attracted world attention with 
his 
impassioned 
book, 


"Soledad Brother: Letters 
From Prison." During the 
hour they were together, says 
the state, Bingham managed 
somehow 
to deliver 
an 


automatic pistol to Jackson. 
And within 40 minutes after 
Bingham left, Jackson was to 
die, and so were three white 
hostage guards and two white 
inmates. 


What happened behind the 


walls of San Quentin? What in 
Steve Bingharn's life brought 
him there and to a murder- 
charge? 


"Steve is in the generation 


of the youngest and the best," 
says his mother with enor- 
mous pride. "He is in that 
generation of young lawyers 
who have no thought of fine 
offices but who give of 
themselves 
to help 
the 


helpless, fighting poverty and 
injustice." 


Seated in an enclosed veran- 


da of the 18th century family 
farm home in Salem, Conn., 
Sylvia Bingham, a graying, 
tight-knit woman, put a match 
to her 41st Kent of the day, 
puffed decpl> and spoke of the 
Bmghams. 


During the Depression, her 


husband, Alfred Bingham, 
founded "Common Sense,'1 a 
journal which called for the 
"building of a new united 
political movement" and 
professed a belief "that a 
system based on competition 
for private profit can no 
longer serve the general 
welfare." It proposed a basic 
$5,000 income for every 
family. 
In 1932! Some 


detractors called it "Commie 
Sense." 
Idealistic Family 
"We were very idealistic," 


says Mrs. Bingham. "I guess 
you could say that Steve 
comes to his concern for other 
people quite naturally." 


In rock-ribbed Republican 


eastern Connecticut there are 
folks today who still can't see 
how Alfred Bmpham and his 
brood could be Democrats 
considering that Ins father 
was Republican governor of 
Connecticut and also a I' S. 
senator. 


J o n a t h a n 
R m a h a m . 


Steve's uncle, is also a 
Democrat and a member of 
Congress. He and his brother, 
Alfred, co-authored a cleeplv- 
felt study of unrest in the 
nation, titled "Violence and 
America." 


The uncle and others in the 


family seem to find special 
significance in the fact that 
Stove was a long distance 
runner. Steve captained the 
track 
team 
at 
Milton 


Academy, was on the fresh- 
man track team and ran the 
varsity cross-country at Yale. 
"Anyone who runs the mile 
has to have a lot of physical 
courage,1' says Jonathan 
Bingham. 


By his sophomore year at 


Yale, Stephen began opting

out of organized sports and 
into political action. 


Steve joined the Yale Young 


Democrats. He served on the 
Student Advisory Board. And, 
as a senior, he was executive 
editor of the Yale Daily News. 


Life might have remained 


tranquil and orderly except 
for the appearance of Allard 
Lowenstein, a peripatetic 
dynamo of vast energy and 
enthusiasm. The wave o'f civil 
disobedience 
challenging 


segregation in the South had 
begun. Freedom Rides. Sit- 
ins. The black man of the 
South must get a vote, must 
have a voice in his political 
destiny. So said Lowenstein. 


Writing in his column of 


commentary, Steve Bingham 
urged students at Yale to take 
part. 


"Until the black people of 


Mississippi and the rest of the 
South—and North—are free, 
we shall not be free." He acted 
on his words and headed 
South. 


"There were a lot of kids 


who 
came 
out 
of 
the 


Mississippi experience with a 
sense of America that was 
utterly 
poisoned," 
says 


Lowenstein, a former con- 
gressman. "They had great 
personal 
bitterness 
and 


viciousness. But not Steve. He 
never was hate filled." 


Decides on Law 
By now Bingham 
had 


decided on the law. 


"My two older sons," says 


Mrs. Bingham, "are both Ph.- 
D.'s, in higher and drier 
things. Douglas is a geologist 
and 
Christopher 
is 
a 


mathematics professor. Their 
sister, Alfreda, is married to a 
college professor." 


Steve headed West and 


there met a young blonde, 
Gretchen Spreckels. 


After six months, with Steve 


in his first year of law at the 
University of California, they 
were married. 


•'Steve's thing was in- 


volvement," Gretchen says. 
"He had to do something, ac- 
tually be doing it in a way that 
would let him see things 
change. And he was always 
questioning, always asking 
whether il was best working in 
the sv stern or out of it. But I 
think it was this that steered 
us toward the Peace Corps." 


They were in the first Com- 


munitv Development program 
in Africa and assigned to 
Sierra 1,/eone. 


George Taylor, who was di- 


rector of the program there, 
says young Bingham at the 
time often quoted from "The 
Lonely African" by Colin 
Turnbull. "Turnbull had a 
great deal to say about the 
futility and inherent evil of the 
white man in imposing certain 
standards upon the African. 
Move felt that while we were 
H i v i n g Africans what we 
thought WHS Rood, WP were 
dome in.stn moimtahlo damage 
In destroying his pride."

began running aground. 


"I'd guess that the basic 


difference between us was 
that I was a cvnic," savs 
Gretchen, now divorced, and 
living alone in the cottage, 
surrounded by many of the 
mementoes of their African 
sojourn. 


By then Bingham had 


become involved in the long 
struggle of farm workers led 
by Cesar Chavez. 


"The first time I saw him, 


he came to MacFarland, 
where 
we 
had 
the 


headquarters of the California 
Rural Legal Aid program," 
recalls Gary Bellow, now a 


law professor at Harvard. 
"The 
conditions of 
the 


workers in the valley were 
incredible. All the evils of bad 
housing, low pay, poor 
education, 
poor 
health 


facilities. 


Wanted to Help 
"And here was Steve, with 


two goals in mind. He wanted 
to know what could be done as 
a lawyer who wanted to give 
the benefit of legal advice to 
people who needed it, even 
though they could not pay. 


"And he had this idea of 


bringing together two of the 
most vital services for the 
poor: medicine and law. If for 
example, you had workers in 
the hot sun with no adequate 
water supplies or sanitary 
facilities, what sort of medical 
problem did you have and how 
could the law be used to 
change it." 


Eventually, the Medical 


Committee on Human Rights 
was formed. It 
brought 


together medical and law 
students. 


"They had a problem," says 


Gary Bellow, "because they 
thought that what they were 
doing was so obviously and 
patently good that no rational 
human could object. They 
learned different." 


Back to Berkeley and then 


passing the California bar. 
There 
were 
some 
tense 


moments there. What about 
the Mississippi arrest? And 
what about this arrest for a 
Sproul Hall sit-in? The bar 
accepted the explanation that 
the arrests were political and 
the 
unhappy 
result 
of 


legitimate protest action. 


Steve went onto the staff of 


the Berkeley Neighborhood 
Legal Services Program, 
where he soon showed a zeal 
for handling landlord-tenant 
cases. 


Caught up in the radical 


world of Berkeley, involving 
himself in causes of the poor, 
the Black Panthers, the 


Chicanps, Steve — who gave 
up fussing about dress about 
the time he wore his last 
tuxedo at Milton Academy — 
sometimes let his hair go wild. 
But tall, lean, self-disciplined, 
he betrayed little of himself 
under pressure. One telltale 
sign of stress was the finger- 
drumming that would be done 
almost 
absent-mindedly. 


Then, his knee would bounce, 
nervously. 


Last Aug. 1, Steve joined a 


law firm, actually a law 
collective then known as 
Franck, Hill, Stender, Ziegler 
& Hendon, in Berkeley. Here 
he would be dealing with ten- 
ant cases as well as such 
causes as prison reform. He 
had already had nearly a half 
dozen visits with George 
Jackson. 


"I have no doubt about it: 


Steve was one of the radicals 
of this generation," says 
Alfred Bingham. "But I still 
cannot see him involved in 
violence." A man who has 
known three generations of 
Binghams remarks, with 
compassion: 


"There is a certain naivete 


about all the Binghams. They 
can't seem to believe that 
there are some really bad and 
evil people in the world." 


And so, they could not, 


cannot, believe that Steve 
might have had a conscious 
hand in the bloody events at 
San Quentin. 


"There is no reason to judge 


he is guilty because he has not 
come forward," says his 
father. 


"He may be a victim of foul 


play or he may be held by 
those who do not want him to 
be free." 


Dr. Reuben A. Holden, a 


longtime friend of the family 
and once secretary of Yale, 
says: "I think of him as the 
sort of person who would face 
the music regarding anything 
he'd be involved in. His 
disappearance seems very 
fishy. It's just not normal 
behavior on his part. If he had 
any involvement in this event, 
he'd stand up and face it."

There is room, granted it is 
crowded,

mobile units have none and 
the children must use the 
facilities planned for about 150 
less students, but there is 
room. 


The 
enrollment 
has 


stabilized in the Hortonville 
district and there is no large 
variance between grades 1 
through 6 at about 140 pet- 
grade. As the enrollment has 
increased by families moving 
in the increase has been 
spread out through the school. 


The critical problem is 


between 6th grade and Junior 
High. At the present time 
these classes contain about 35 
students in classrooms meant 
for 25. Parents, look at these 
classes. Next year these same 
classes must 
contain 50 


students each. Where are you 
going to put the extra 15 desks 
needed. Under these crowded 
conditions, in case of a fire, 
can you be certain your child 
could gel out? This is a very 
real fact! 


Suppose a K through 6 


Grade school is built in 
Greenville, have you thought 
what it would cost to remodel 
the present school to ac- 
commodate the expanded 
junior and senior high? 


At the present time most of 


the children in the Greenville 
area are transported to school 
with the benefit of $36 per 
child in state aid as they now 
live more than 5 miles from 
school. With a school in 
Greenville, most 
of

limit, but still would have to be 
bussed to school because of 
the danger of walking on a 
U.S. highway.

Then there is the IMC 


(library). This includes all 
visual aids, books, film strips, 
etc. Would this be duplicated 
to give aU children an equal 
opportunity? These are not 
inexpensive study helps. To 
fully equip such a room would 
cost many tax dollars. 


Now let's 
talk 
about 


remodeling the school so that 
you could have a larger area 
for the jr. and sr. high. The 
plumbing alone would be 
expensive, as the existing 
facilities are geared to a 
smaller child. 


There are no special rooms 


for Science, Home EC or Shop 
courses, also the rooms and 
even lockers are smaller. 


If a new high school were 


built, the present high school 
which was built for 450-500 
students could accommodate 
the junior high of 300 students. 
The grade school could ex- 
pand to fill in the junior high 
and kindergarten could be 
moved out of rented rooms. 


These moves could be made 


with little or no remodeling 
and all the grade school would 
have the benefit of a very well 
equipped IMC, a nurse and 
speech therapist, all located at 
Hortonville. 


Also the high school could be 


built to instruct young men 
and women not only to 
prepare for college, where 
many are being pushed who 
don't belong there, but also to

Prison Guard: Hero or

JOLJET, 111. (AP) — Aaron Carey, prison guard: "I 


can't think of a more horrible life than that of a prisoner. 
Locked away with that segment of society. Locked away 
from your loved ones. No, I don't think I could take it. I 
think I'd blow my top." 


And the life of a prison guard? 
"It's been a good life. I think it's honorable work, im- 


portant work. As long as there are prisons there will have 
to be guards. But I must say I would feel sort of let down if 
one of my boys became a guard. I've always had in mind 
something better for them." 


Aaron Carey has been a guard at Stateville Penitentiary 


the past 28 years. 


At a time when prison turmoil seems to be increasing— 


and brought on in many cases, as at Attica, N.Y., when the 
rage of desperate men collides with the need to keep or- 
der— the role of the prison guard becomes central. In- 


mates have described their uniformed warders as 
predators preying upon their helplessness: "Wolves," one 
Attica inmate said. 


If that is so, Aaron Carey, 58, slight of build, hair 


thinning and gray, voice rarely rising above a stage 
whisper, comes across as a sheep in wolf's clothing. 


"I want to be frank," he said. "I do know of guards who 


if they went into certain places in that penitentiary they

wouldn't come out. I also know that the only way drugs 
and other contraband can get into an institution is through 
corrupt guards. No sense in hedging about that either. 


"But I wouldn't expect that inmates who leave prison 


would have much to say about the guards who were 
decent. They would be more likely to talk about the rotten

ones. It's just like, well, you ddn't hear much about the 
good inmates in prisons. Oh, my, yes, there are some fine 
men in prison. 


"What we ought to remember is that both inmates and 


guards are just people. Both are subject to human 
weaknesses." 


In Carey's view, one weakness of some guards, 


ironically, is in being too friendly to the prisoners. Aren't 
the prisoners starved for friendship? Don't they cry out to 
be treated as individual humans? 


"Yes, buc what happens is this. If a guard gets too fa- 


miliar with an inmate the inmate will respond by expect- 
ing favorable treatment. That has happened. I've seen a 
guard put a prisoner on report for doing something he 
wouldn't have done if the guard hadn't more or less en- 
couraged it by looking the other way a previous time. 
That's the lowest thing you can do. 


Uniform Enforcement 


"The answer to being fair and decent to the inmates, at 


least my answer, is simply to enforce all the rules 
uniformly. 


"The odd thing is, the prisoners respect you more when 


you permit absolutely no departure from the rules. If your 
behavior is constant and predictable, they are actually 
more at ease. 


"On the contrary they don't respect the corrupt guards. 


I know that because if an inmate is caught with con- 
traband, for instance, he will have no hesitation about 
naming the guard who gave it to him—even if it means an 
end to his illegal traffic. I've seen that time and again. 


"Inmates also will throw circles at guards they don't re- 


spect. That's a prison term. It means entrapping a guard, 
even at the risk of getting themselves in trouble. 


"We had a prison break in September. It began with 


some prisoners getting a hospital pass from a guard. They 
knew that if the escape worked, and it did, that the guard 
who issued the pass might get in trouble. They threw a 
circle at him. They wouldn't have asked for a pass from a 
guard they respected." 


Carey says he maintains the delicate guard-prisoner 


relationship by one fundamental method—apart from 
impartial enforcement of rules and impartial treatment, 
which he carries to the extent of never in any cir- 
cumstance referring to a prisoner by his first name, the 
method is disinterest. 


"I have made it a point in all my years never to concern 


myself in the slightest with any inmate's personal life. 
I've never tried to find out why a man is there. 


Out of His Mind 


"Of course you hear, or overhear, things like that— 


somebody might say 'that's Touhy' or 'that's Leopold' 
(The late Roger Touhy and Nathan Leopold, two of 
Statesville's more celebrated inmates) — but I try to 
put it out of my mind. 


"The other day I was working in the visitors' room. A 


prisoner came in and I recognized him as a man who had 
been there 20 years ago. No, I didn't say a word to him. I 
gave no sign of recognition. I didn't know why he was 
there, or why he was there the first time, for that matter, 
and didn't care." 


Carey had no special calling to his work. He was born on 


a small farm in southern Illinois and held various jobs 
during his young manhood: farmhand, short order cook, 
factory worker. None satisfied him or paid particularly 
well. 


In 1934 he married Evelyn Taylor, who later bore him

seven children. Her father Corked as a guard at the 
penitentiary in Menard and Carey decided to give that line 
of work a try. 


He mailed an application to Springfield, was accepted, 


and hired on at Stateville for $197 a month. Long years of 
service, plus promotion to sergeant in 1955, have raised 
his pay to $809 a month. Out of that he has to buy his own 
uniform shirts, shoes and cap. To help ends meet, Evelyn 
works as a dietician at a local hospital. 


Though Carey feels strongly about the importance of 


doing his job well his main interests are outside the walls. 


Tending a garden behind his white clapboard house, 


worrying about his children and their schooling, leading 
the hymns at the lockport missionary baptist church— 
these are the things that mean most to him, and when he 
walks out of the prison at 4 p.m. he leaves his job behind. 
"We never discuss his work at home," Mrs. Carey said. 


Over the years Carey has performed every duty of a 


guard, not excepting keeping a death watch with a man, 
the only one in Carey's experience, to die in Statesville's 
electric chair. 


"It was morbid. Terribly gruesome," he said. "I don't 


think capital punishment deters people from committing 
crime. Isolation cells don't deter inmates from breaking 
prison rules, either, not even inmates who have been in 
isolation again and again." 


One other duty, a routine one, still troubles 


Carey. 


"The only time a guard is armed is when he is 


assigned to the wall tower. It's a small, narrow 
place and you're alone, so it's boring to begin with. 
There's plenty of time to think. I've thought many, 
many hours about what I would do if some one tried 
to break out. 


"When I had my first interview with the warden, 


applying for the job, he asked each applicant one at 
a time whether he could shoot a man When he 
came to me, I said, 'I don't know.' It was an honest 
answer and I didn't want the job if that answer 
wasn't good enough. 


"Well, after 28 years I still don't know — and I 


don't even want to find out." 


Would he have rushed the inmates at Attica, who 


held guards as hostages? 


"I suppose I would have done what I was ordered 


to do. But if I had been giving the orders, no, I don't 
think I would have rushed in. What's a couple of 
more days in a situation like that? But I certainly 
don't believe in allowing the inmates to dictate to 
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the institution, any more than I believe in letting a 
school kid dictate to his teacher." 


The closest Carey ever came to wanting to do 


physical violence to an inmate, he said, occurred 
when a prisoner rebuffed his mother in the visiting 
room. 


"When he came into the room his mother em- 


braced him," he said, "and said, This is my baby, 
this is my boy.' He pushed her away — pushed his 
mother away —and said, 'Get on out of here.' It did 
make me angry. Made my blood boil. I said nothing 
and did nothing. 


"But that was a rare thing," Carey said. "Maybe 


he was just under too much pressure. That could 
happen to anyone."

The raunchy crudities of Me are a major element in this 


novel set in a decaying tenement on New York's lower 
East Side, in which race, sex, and the pains of writing a 
book are dealt with in bitter detail 


Harry Lesser is a Jewish writer who has had one 


literary success, plus one literary flop that brought in 
some money, and who for nearly 10 years has been trying 
to complete his third novel—but he has a writer's block 
and can't finish it. He lives and works as the last legal 
tenant in a building that is supposed to be demolished. 


Then a squatter moves into the place, a black man 


named Will Spearmint, who is trying to write a book too, 
mostly autobiographical, with wildly expressed racial 
tones. 


Willie has been living with Irene, a Jewish girl who 


thinks she can be an off-Broadway actress, and is under 
psychoanalysis because of her mixed up notions You can 
imagine what happens when Harry and Irene are brought 
together 


There are confrontations about racial prejudice- 


blacks and Jews; about sex—Harry's and Irene's mutual 
seduction, and about black writing versus white writing. 


Malamud is an author of recognized standing. But this

LIVES TO GIVE. By Sanche de Gramont Putnam.

Here is an engrossing novel about the German oc- 


cupation of France in World War II and the tragic 
sacrifices made by members of the Resistance. 


The author has gone deeply into the substance of what a 


military occupation means to the occupiers, 
the 


collaborators and the resisters, dplineating the 
motivations and psychological traumas that envelop 
countless individuals caught up in a terrifying situation. 
The period covered is from 1940 to 1944. 


He builds his narrative around four Resistance leaders. 


First there is Raspail, a minor bureaucrat in Orleans who 
does what he can to frustrate the Germans. Next there is 
Kleber, a teacher and writer who becomes a specialist in 
government infiltration and the preparation of false 
documents. 


Next comes Cambronne, a general who had been 


captured, who had exchanged professional chitchat with a 
German general he used to know, and then had escaped by 
pretending to be a German general himself. Finally there 
is Crenelle, who had been a partisan in the Spanish Civil 
War and considers himself too experienced to follow all 
the security rules of the underground. 


Here are scenes of foxy cunning in the black markets, 


corruption in the Vichy government, dialogues in which 
characters of all stripes rationalize their positions—a 
withering commentary on a strange mixture of human 
frailties and the human will to survive. It is long (320 
pages) but it has its suspense, on the question of which 
member of the Resistance was the weak link in the chain. 


The author's nonfict'on works include the popular 


volume "The French." This is his first novel, and it is 
gripping, disturbing and grimly fascinating.

WHO OWNS AMERICA? By Waiter J. Hickel. 


Prentice-Hall $6.95. 


Hickel's answer to the rhetorical question of his 


book's title is "the people." Around that theme he 
has told the story of his 22 months as Secretary of 
the Interior and presents at length his views on 
environmental protection. 


He begins with the rough hearing in a Senate 


committee over the confirmation 
of his ap- 


pointment, and makes a special point of denying 
charges that he was too close to "the oil interests." 
Then he tells how he happened to go to Alaska and 
how he became its governor. 


From there the story proceeds to several 


pollution crises that arose at the beginning of his 
tenure, such as the Santa Barbara oil spill and an 
oil fire in the Gulf of Mexico. In these and other 
instances, he declared that he got action by cutting 
through 
red tape and slamming down with 


whatever legal powers were available. 


About this time the impression got around that 


Hickel was a business man who suddenly turned 
conservationist when he was appointed to the 
cabinet, but this he vigorously 
denies. His 


argument is that he always has been a pragmatic 
conservationist, not a theoretician. 


He gives a description of the circumstances of his 


famous letter to President Nixon in May, 1970, 
shortly after the Cambodia affair and the shootings 
at Kent State University. He also relates his 
deteriorating relationshps with the White House 
staff and his "termination" by the President in late 


November, 1970, because of a "mutual lack of 
confidence." 


He portrays himself as a man of action, who is 


eager to solve problems, and a believer in youth 
and youthful viewpoints. He concludes with a plea 
for new political leadership and an expression of 
hope for the future through "heart power" rather 
than "hate power." 


An ebullient man, Hickel also is very articulate.

GRENDEL. By John Gardner. Knopf. $5.95 


In case you have forgotten, Grendel was the primeval, 


maneating monster—a descendant of Cain, doomed to 
wander the outer fringes of the world—who finally was 
mortally wounded by the legendary hero Beowulf, whose 
feats first were chronicled around the sixth century. 


Gardner has turned the tables in this novel Grendel, the 


anti-hero, tells his own side of the story here. The author 
makes him a sympathetic character, one who dimly 
realizes the limitations of his own dark world, and tries 
unsuccessfully to join the light-filled, communicative 
court of the king of the Danes.

To Grendel, this revelation is 
a vision of his part in the scheme of things. 


The author happens to be a scholar specializing in 


medieval literature, and has written a professorial work 


on the Arthurian legend, also being published this fall But 
that does not mean he is a dry-as-dust writer. His prose is 
lyrical and his imagery is imaginative. Occasionally he 
overdraws his poetic forays, but he fills his narrative with 
humor, compassion and vigor. His unusual book is more 
than a fresh approach to an old myth, for it has modern 
overtones.

For Dog Bites 


Pet-igree

One of the most fearsome aspects of owning a dog 


is that the animal might inflict harm on a human, 
another's property or another animal. The most 
common incident of harm is dog bite. 


As in most things, prevention in nine-tenths of the 


solution, either of the owner preventing the animal 
from becoming a biter or give occasion to it; or of 
the one bitten as having in some way encouraged 
the bite. 


Even if the human is at fault, which he is in most 


cases due to negligence or sheer stupidity, the 
animal bears the brunt of the punishment, and in 
some cases the punishment meted out is death. 


The problem of dog bites is nationwide. Annually 


over 660,000 dog bites are reported. The number is 
probably much higher as many small bites go 
unreported to authorities. During the summer 
months, the incidence of dog bite doubles as more 
dogs and more humans, especially children, come 
in contact with each other. 


"What dog is more often given to biting?" 
Surprisingly, the family pet. 
"Who are the recipients?" 


In order, children, delivery men, postmen, 


sanitation workers and salesmen. 


"At what location do the dogs bite? 
Studies show that most dog bites occur while the 


animal is on his home premises and surprisingly 
the "bitee" is not a stranger to the dog. 


What can you do to prevent your dog from 


becoming a biter? 


First, select the proper dog. Some dogs are 


naturally aggressive, a behavior which can be 
detected in early puppyhood. Some dogs are 'fear- 
biters' and some dogs are overly protective. 


A person or family which maintains an animal 


'known to bite' has a potential Time Bomb in its 
home, and the bomb can be set off at any moment. 
It's suicide for the family to keep an aggressive 
dog, not only for their own safety, as the dog could 
turn on a member of the family, but for the safety of 
others who come in contact with that family. 
Aggressive dogs have only one role in our society 
and that is of properly maintained guard or watch 
dogs, or war dogs. They do not belong in a private 
home! 


Fear-biters are especially dangerous as they look 


so meek and mild Yet, given the chance, the fear- 
biter will attack, either when your back is turned or 
as you attempt to console it. Its fear-crazed mind

knows no better. This dog, too, is a potential hazard 
and could cause your family some real grief and a 
large lawsuit. 


Protection of your worldly goods, including your 


children is good, if the animal is finely tuned to 
discriminate between friend and foe. Too often, it 
can't, and your delivery man, postman, salesman 
or sanitation worker suffers the consequences. How 
was the animal to know that you gave the above 
gentlemen something and he wasn't stealing it? 


Of course, some dogs enjoy lying in wait for the 


unsuspecting, yet innocent trespasser or guest; and 
what may have become learned in puppyhood as a 
gentle tug at a pant leg, becomes a serious threat to 
life and limb as the dog advances in age and 
strength. 


What of Environment? 


So much for the innate behavior of the dog, or his 


heredity. What about environment? What factor 
does it play? 


The most gentle, sweet, human-loving dog can be 


turned into a vicious, snarling, human-attacking 
animal by thoughtless care on your part. The 
quickest way to sour a dog is to tie him up where 
neighborhood children can tease him, throw sticks 
and rocks at him and then dance out of reach. The 
little 'innocent' child that eventually gets bitten 
asked for it and gets its just dessert. And the 
dog . . .? He becomes known as a "biter". 


Another instance of stupidity on the part of 


humans is to allow strangers or children around a 
dog which has recently whelped her litter. Nature 
demands she defend i t . . . and she will, sometimes 
gently, and sometimes not so gently. 


Not all dogs love children. And you'd be surprised 


how many parents don't know this. Never allow 
your child to pet a strange dog. Better yet, teach 
your child the proper way to meet and treat a dog. 


How often at dog shows in this community have 
parents allowed their darlings to run up to any dog 
and throw their arms about its neck. Dog shows are 
nervous places, especially for the dogs. Dogs are 
more naturally "up-tight" and what they don't need 
is any unasked for attention. The dog's handler 
doesn't want or appreciate it either. Yet, it happens 
and the parent is either too busy or "thinks it is 
cute" as junior slides his hands over what was once 
a well-groomed beast. 


A dog is an animal, first, last and always. And 


although some people set their dogs on a human 
pedestal, a dog is a dog, is a dog. Your dog may be 
the smartest thing in your house, but it is still a dog 
and will obey its natural instinct for survival. To 
this end, remember the following: 


1. Never surprise a soundly sleeping dog. 
2. Never tease a dog about its food or its toys. 
3. Do not allow your dog to roam. 
4. Do not permit a stranger to advance to your 


dog unless you have given the okay. 


5. Allow your dog to meet the regular delivery 


man, postman or salesman; keep him under control 
when others are liable to be about. 


6. Teach your children the proper respect for the 


animal. 


7. Never run from a dog, it will encourage him to 


attack; stand your ground and face him. 


8. Never allow very small children to be alone 


with your dog, especially if the dog is but a baby 
itself. 


9. Above all, train your dog to conduct itself in a 


proper manner. 


Proper attention to the above, plus a few cautious 


steps on your part might prevent you or your 
children from being the victims of a dog bite; or if 
you are the owner, it might prevent the sadness that 
comes when your dog bites you, your family or 
another human being
